and suvk into the sbades of music teaching,
rambling Bobemisu chorases, pleked out from
the nomadic remuauts of Itaiian opers, musion)
monatrositics, and iulant warblers, aitar boys
fiesm Ep'scopal chuarcues, and specialtics
¥oming up from Lhe seum of £lums and musio
halls—~these ate afew of the varleties which
form the aliractions of the Bunday conoerts,
When the fall and winter seacon commenced,
Madame Gazzanles appeared for five or six
conseoutive Sunduys, bat the public notl appear-
ing to appreciate the privilege of pajiug one
dollar a Lead for lisiening to n woru-out volee,
Madame Gozzanien withdrew, and the
price of wmdmission was lowered by over
balf, Bince then the Bteinway concerts have
got on as they coald, sometimes belng sand
wiched with ama'eur readings and recitations,
as mildly meritorious ss such performanocs
usually are. The crowning glories of the Bunday
concert sesson, however, were exhibited last
Sunday evening at the Tammany. It was a
Jubilaut affair, The Lixlian opera chorus was
announced to appear, and some few of them did
appear, and constituted the best part ol the
entertainment, There was a Bashau-bull tenor
who exeouted some =o'os, bat [ object to capital
punishment, and think there ought to be a law
agalost public execations like that, The mem’
bers of the orchestra meauwhile played *‘ing”

snd * hopkadee" with one another by
means of their various lugtruments,
and made frantc efforts to calch

up with one another and come in all together
at the finale. The audience was of that illegiti-
mate character which ssamps matinee audlences
of a Baturday. There was the muu-about town
ogling the fancy woman; there was the embryo
thiet gloating on (ke gambler's dlamonded
finger; there was the novel assemblage of hard-
eyed wonien, with brazen relentless brows, and
beavy'moustached men with gandy scarfs and
neckties, and of a “'pursy” rotundily of figpre.
The aroma of fast lite pervaded everything.

Certain owners of property along Broadway
have begun to tremble under the impression
that sn Arcade Ruilroad is zoon to be begun

MUBICAL AND DEBAMATIC.

Jananschek as “Mary Stasrt,”

Fraulein Fanny Janauschek, with her com-
pany of German artists, commenced n brief
peacon last eveniog at the Academy of Musie,
and appeared in Behiller's fine Lragedy of Mary
Stuprf, An sudience that wounld have seemed
Inrge at uuy of the theatres was in stlendanae,
and the netress wus applavded with mueh en-
thusinsm throughout the performance. Ja-
navuschek is an artist that must b seen often Lo
be thorouebly appreciated, She has a noble
style of weting; a Hitle rugged perbaps It mnay
appear ut grst, especially when compared with
the finely polished efforts of Ristori, but its
intrinslc merits and true ariistic qualities prow
more apparent upon acquaintauce, aud as it is
studied and understood, She does not give
that fine ehading and deheate characterization
that distinguished Ristori, but there is a fervor
sod s pasgionate esrncstness in all her persons-
tions that appeal in the sirongest manner to the
sympathies and feclings of her auditors,

Bchiller's Mary &Swar! is a fascinatiog porm
for the closet, aud the character of the unfor-
tunate Beottish queen is a carefully elaborated
apd most poetical conception. In representa-
tion, however, the wunt of action in the drama
is o defeet of no litle moment; and the long
speeches In which 1t abounds are more suitable
for elocutionnry exercises than for legitimate
acting, [In epite of these defects, however, the
tragedy bas held its place upon the stage, and
the chnracter of “Mary Stuart" has been a
favorite with such artists us Rachel and Ristori,
while it has been, and probably always will be,
one of the leading roles with the best actresses
on the German staze, Ouar playgoers have had
opportunities within the past two or three yeurs
to see this part sitempted by Ristori, Mrs. Lans
der, Mrs. Bowers, and Janauschek. Each of
these artists interprets It somewhat differently,
and each has particular excellences,

Jsnaunschek, by her vigor and energy, (o a
great extent suppiies the actlon which g
lacking in the play itself—at least makes it less
apparent; ard in this maoner she produces a
more declded effeet upon the audience, To the
whole of the somewhat tedions scenes of the
first act, she was admirable last evening, while
the famous quarrel scene, in the third act
which it i1s so easy to make n mere valgar
scolding match, she managed with such trae
dignity and zenuine passion "as to give It all
the grand effect that the author deSigned.
Janaunschek is supported by a competent come
pany, in some reapects superior to the one she
had with her when she Iast visited this city.
Fraulein Biegmann, who sustained the part of
“Queen Ellzabeth,” is a capable aetress, but
not equal to Fraunlein Singer, an artist of re*

markably fine abilities and culture, who firat
appesred in it here a3 a support to Junnoschek,
